Vatican warns of 
refugee problem 


vatican CIT'y (AP), — A Vati- 

weekly publcation yesterday 
warned the Soviet Union and the 
U.S. against the risk of making a 
settlement of the Middle Hast con- 
filct without solving the problem of 
Palestinian refugees. 

“A, true peace in the Middle East,” 
the weekly magazine “y’Osgervatore 
Della Domenica” said in an editorial, 
“cannot depend only on an accord 
between the big nations because the 
rights of third parties, directly in- 
volved in the conflict, cannot be 
ignored.” 

“There are minorities, remnants of 
populations which 20 years ago were 
the great majority of Palestinians 
and which up to 1967 had been liv- 
ing in the old city of Jerusalem. 
These minorities must be protected 
if peace and security are to be 
found.” 


Israel is understood to be insist- 
ing thet any such partial accord 
must provide for a formal end to 
the state of belHgerency with Hgypt. 
Jerusalem is therefore opposed to 
suggestions by Washington to give 
“serious consideration" to President 
Sadat's proposal for the reopening 
of the international waterway on 
eondition that Israel withdraws all 
the way to El Arish. In Israel's 
view, such a move would only invite 
further pressure for a total with- 
drawal from Sinai. 

Israel is also expected to inafet 
that any arrangements for the re- 
opening of the Canal must be made 
directly with Egypt and can mot 
be left to Indirect diplomatic ne- 
gotiations through Washington. 

It was noted in Jerusalem at the 
same time that President Sadat's 
interview on ‘Tuesday over French 
television was more moderate than 
his statement of February 4 on 
the reopening of the Suez Canal, 
and did not mention Israel's with- 
drawal to El Arish as a prior con- 
dition. The Egyptian ruler, however, 
failed to state that the reopening 
of the Canal would also provide for 
free navigation for Israel and would 
put an end to the state of beHi- 
gerency. 

Official circles both in Jerusalem 
and in Washington have consistently 
declined to comment on the Canal 
issue, but have not denied the fact 
that some contacts are belng made 
in this direction. These contacts are 
also believed to include exploratory 
discussions in Cairo. Washingtor ap- 
pears to have decided to put out 
feelers on the matter in view of the 
current deadlock in the Jarring talks, 
attempting to find some partial so- 
lution for Egypt that could prevent 
renewal of a shooting .war. 

Tt is learned, meanwhile, that 
Foreign Minister Abba Eiban is 
likely to hoki another round of 
top-level talks in Washington and 
at U.N. Headquarters in New York 
on his way back from Mexico. No 
meetings have been set up so far, 
however. The general assumption is 
that no major developments in the 
Middle East conflict should be ex- 
pected before the middle of next 
month, in view of next week's Soviet 
‘Communist Party congress and U.N.

Israel goods ban 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
EF 8 hundred-odd English-language 

Jewish newspapers all across 
the United States, an acdvertise- 
ment is being published this week 
by the Mobi Of Corporation, an- 
nouncing:: “There is no Mobil boy- 
cott. There never was.” 

‘What is being deniedis “a world- 


wide boycott of Jewish oroducts.” 
What is not denied is that, 
for about a year, Mobil did boy- 


eott “any products of Israeli origin, 
or seeming to have Jewish or Is 
raell connections” on board of ves- 
sels owned or operated by Mobil. 
Such products — tfoodstuffs, mostly 
— were banned in an official memo- 
randum to all suppliers of Mobili 
vessels dated March 17, 1970. 

A year later, on March 5, 1971, 
the ban was lifted, with imstruc- 
tions to all suppliers that, from 
then on, the only considerations in 

supplying products to Mobil ships 
“are that these products meet our 
traditionally high requirements of 
quality, availability and reasonable- 
ness of cost.” 

The killing of the boycott was 
the culmination of months of be- 
hind-the-scene lobbying by the Anti- 
Boycott Committee of the Con- 
ference of Major Jewish Organiza- 
tions in the U.S., headed by Arnold 
Forster of the B'nai B'rith Anti- 
Defamation League. The campaign 
wes materially aided by the pub- 
lication, in "Time” magazine ear- 
Her in the year of a somewhat sen- 
sational, and slightly overdrawn, 
exposé of U.S. oll companies’ — in- 
«cluding Mobil’s — craven com- 
Bllance with Arab boycott reguia- 
tions against the purchase of any 
Israel products. 


Blacklist threat 

All this while, Mobil paid the 
fines, but stood its ground. It is a 
fair assumption, however, that some 
of the company's officials counselled 
8 change of procurement policy, in 
view of Mobil's fairly extensive oil 
holdings in Libya, Although Mobdil’s 
share in production there is, ac- 
cording to Mobil, only 5 per cent, 
it ἐξ stil substantial. Then, word 
reached Mobil’s marine division in 
Lomion that the Libyans were pre- 
paring to move from fines to black- 
listing of offending vessels, and this, 
officials said, clinched the argument. 

“Mobil surrendered to the boy- 
cotters, and issued the edict which 
excluded all products even “stem- 
ing to have Israeli or Jewish con- 
nections.” ‘This was calculated to 
satisfy the Libyans, but not Amer: 
fean Jews. 

‘When, on February 8 of this 
year, Mobil’s representatives in 
New York were asked for an ex- 
planation by members of the Anti- 
Boycott Committee, they pleaded 
that the original memorandum had 
indeed been “stupid,” that it had 
been unauthorized by any “Mobi 
policy-making authority,” and, 
moreover, that it had already been 
withdrawn, and that “a new direc- 
tive had gone out in {ts place.” 

The new directive, dated January 
29 — some four weeks after the 
publication of the “Time” story, 
which Mobil found lacking in vera- 
city and tact — did mot actually 
resciud the ban. What it did was 
to take the anti-Israel and anti-

Jewish sting out of the ban: it 
merely required that Mobil vessels 
shouki not be supplied with items 
which “could contravene local laws 
and regulations if brought to any 
port the vessel is likely to visit.” 
This would seem to apply equally 
to marijuana in New York, and to

The facts behind Mobil’s capitula- 
tion to the boycott were bizarre and 
offensive in almost equal measure 
On Sept. 5, 1969, a Mobil vessel, 
the Western Hunter, called at the 
Libyan port of Tripoli, where it 
underwent a most thorough search 
for items which might have violat- 
ed Libya's “Boycott of. Israel Law.” 
Deep in the bowels of the ship, the 
avid searchers discovered a few cans 
of Israel-made tomato and pineapple 
juice. The prohibited foodstuffs were 
impounded, and the vessel was fined 
the amount of £100. During the next 
five months, 24 more Mobil ships 
were fined varying amounts for hav- 
ing aboard products ranging from 
Israel lettuce to Swedish matches 
with a six-point star on the box 
covers, and from Norwegian orange 
squash made from Jaffa oranges to 
Trimidad-made orange juice with a 
six-pointed leaf on the can-cover. 


To avoid insults 


‘Mobil's high-level spokesmen in 
effect acknowledged to the members 
of the Anti-Boycott Committee that 
“the purpose of the new directive 
was to avoid gratuitous insults and 
not to avoid the boycott itself.” 
While they said they were opposed 
to the Arab boycott of Israel as 8 
matter of principle, they argued that 
“the violation of Libyan boycott 
Tegulations would shut down the 
supply of Libyan of, would thus in- 
jure American interests and, of 
course, algo virtually choke off ma- 
jor supplies to our allies in Western 
Burope, Such a circumstance,” they 
insisted, “would serve Arab and So- 
viet interests but not American or 
IsraeH interests.” In other words, 
what’s good for Mobil, is good for 
America — and Israel. The possi- 
‘DHity that it might serve Libya's 
interests, too, to have its oil sold 
in the West, does not appear to have 
impressed Mobdil's officials, 

The Anti-Boycott Committee re- 
fused to buy Mobil’s seemingly new, 
‘and more HMberal, policy. Although 
it promised to recommend, for the 
moment, no boycott of Mobil pro- 
ducts in the U.S. — Mobil has a 
large number of gas stations — the 
Committee told Mobil in the biunt- 
est terms that it “cannot abide Mo- 
bil’s submission to anti-Jewish regu- 
lations.” It told the company, in a 
letter dated February 18, that it 
would continue to view the situation 
as unsatisfactory until the iatest 
directive to suppliers was amended 
to include a statement that they 
were not to submit to such Wor’ 
anti-Jewish boycott regulations. 

Only then did Mobil agree to re- 
scind the ban. Cl “misunder- 
standing and misinterpretation” of 
the January 29 directive, the com- 
pany made a clean sweep of ell 
“previous instructions, restrictions 
and limitations on the source of sup- 
ply of foods” to Mobil’s ships. This 
was done in the March 5 memoran- 
dum.

After taking up the study of the 
mystical Zohar as a young man, 
he left his wife and spent the next 
13 years Uving as a hermit along 
the banks of the Nile. When he 
visited his relatives he would only 
speak Hebrew. ‘At the age of 35, 
responding to a heavenly voice, he 
took up residence in Safad. 


Luria died at the age of 88 and 
all his known sayings were delivered 
during the last two years of his 
life. Luria himself wrote virtually 
nothing ‘but his lectures were collec- 
ted by one of the students who had 
gathered around him, Haim Vital, of 
Damascus. Prof. Rivlin noted that 
Luria often used powerfully erotic 
symbolism.

The Chief Rabbinate Council yes- 
terday took several major decisions 
aimed et easing conversion to Juda- 
ism, in particular for ‘Soviet immi- 
grants.
